Now that the next legislature will be
democeatie, will it stand up to the rack
and meet, the demands of the people?
Will it pasa n county option law that
mujority of the people favor; will it
havg the baekbone to continue to give
the people of the state reasonable
frolght rntes or will it, at the behest
of the rallronds, amend the present
lawn? Candidate Shallenberger was the
preferred eandidate of the railroad and
the whishy element and thus being
under obligations to them, will he dare
turn them down?

Two years ago the republicans of
Nebraska knocked the rallroads out of
polities; this year the railroads, through
the demoeratic party, rogained the
prestige they lost two years ago.

In wpeaking of the result in Douglas
county, which gave Shallenberger a
plurality of 1,1489, the Bee says: The
outeome Is due in a great measure to a
peculiar combination of the church and
the saloon. The Elmer E. Thomas
lotter, attacking Governor Sheldon,
was but a part of this, The cry had
been raised against Judge Taft long
before and was persistently agitated
throughout the eampaign. The specious
plea for the uncontrolled saloon, veiled
under the promise of ‘‘home rule,"’’
enught a good many other voters, and
for once the church and the saloon were
united against the republican party.
Muany good church beople will .regret
that the champions of the saloon have
won in this county, but it was through
their votes that the result was brought
Lo pass.
